Yet for all this I do not fly or 
feare. Nay there be many reaſons which 
make me more couragious - Firlt the e- 
quity of the Cauſe.

William Tooker 
Deane of Lichefield, in his Combat, br {rngle Fizht yith 
Martin Becanus; M. RichardT onyſin in his Reproofe of 
the Refutation of Tortura Torti; M. Robert Burhill, 
inhis Defence of Tortura Torti; and M. Henry $ althed 
bridae, in his Refutation of Becapit' his examen-. Beiides 
thele ( as oppolite vnro them ) I willalſo cite DodZor 
Sanders, in his booke of the Schiſme of Emglid; Gene- 
bard in tis Chronology; Polydor Virgil 1n his Hiſtory of 
England; Iacobrs Thuanus of Auſt , In the Hiſtory of 
his tyme ; Toba Calnin 1n his Commentary vpen the 
Prophet Amos, and others .

Illud 
enim Potcſtatom einſaem Ordinis videtur ſ17nificare , hoc

, Kings Primacy , but The Kines _—_— which 
* word we will heerafter vſe . For that Primacy and 
Supremacy do greatly differ: Primacy ſceming to ignt- 
ty a power of the ſame Order ; but Supremacy not ſo. 

2 . Out of which words, we gather two things. 
The one , that all Engliſhmen, who vie the Name 
of Primacy , do eyther erre or {peake 1mproperly ,it 
we belicue M.Tompſon . For if they ſpeake properly, 
ſeing that the word Primacy doth properly f1gnify a 
Power of the ſame Order; they do plainely vnder- 
ſtand, thatthe King hath Power of the ſame order 
with the Biſhops and Miniſters of his Church .Bur 
this now according to'M . Tompſons opinion , 15 an 
error : wherefore eyther they doe erre, or ſpeake 1m- 

properly .

But nowin theſe our dayes-vnder King James 
this matter 15 called into queition ,: Some not daring 
tocallit Primacy Eccleſraſticall and ſpirituall, but only 
Primacy belenzing 10 AF © EY aud Sjirituall mat= 
ters: amongſt whom is M. Doctor Azdroves, or the 
Kings Chaplaine in his Torture of Tottus paz.

1 {ay , that the King of England is 
Primate of the Church of England . Nay , he will 
haue this point to be ſo certayne,and out of all doubt, 
thathe thinketh, whoſocuer ſhould deny it, to offend 
againſt the publike Profeflion of England . For ſo he 
ſaith pag - 177. Anzlie Regem Antlicane Ecileſie 
Primatem eſſe , in profeſs10ne publica Anzlicana Verita- 
ts facris litteris nixe , ponitur . That the King of En- 
gland 15 Primate of the Church of England , is foun- 
ded in the publicke Engliſh Profeftfion' of Truth, 
grounded vpon the Sacred Letter. .

The firſt, as ſome call them, are Hemricians, who both 
acknowledg, & {weare vnto this Kingly Supremacy, 
The ſecond fort are Puritans, or pure Caluiniſts, who | ' 
indeed do not acknowledge the {aid Supremacy , but | 
yer do{weare therunto . The third are Catholikes , 
which neyther acknowledge it, nor will lweare it . 
The hr queſtion then 15, What may be ſaid 
of theſe Henricians , which both acknowledge and 
{weare to the Kings Supremacy ? I an{were: that 
they do vnwilely and incon{iderately.The reaſon 15! 
Becauſe it 15 folly and raſhnes , as before I haue ſaid, 
to {wearea thing that is doubtfull and vncertaine . 
But the Primacy of the King 1s a thing altogeather 
doubrtuil and yncertaine amongſt the Henricians, as

Be- 
cauſe they belicue one thing , and {weare another, 
They belicue with @alnin, that neyther Kings nor (e- 
cular Princes haue any Primacy 1n ſpirituall and Ec- 
clefiaſticall matters, butonly 1n temporall; yet neuer- 
theleſle they ſweare Allegiance vnto the King ( to- 
geather with the forſaid Henricians) as to the Primate 
and ſupreme Head of the Church : and this they do, 
to make an externall and politicall peace, which 1s 
more eſteemed by them , then their faith and Relig- 
on; and therfore they are rather to be called Politicks 
then Chriſtians . Of whome his Mateſty gaue a 
moſt worthy teſtimony , in his Preface Monitory , 
to wit , That he had found more truth and honeſty in the 
 bizh-land and bordering theeues , then in that ſort of 
people.

The third queſtion is , what may be aid of 
Catholickes , who neyther acknowledge the Kings 
Primacy, nor ſweare therto . I an{were: that they be 
lt & ypright men, who walke before God 1ntruth 
& verity . They be ſincere, who proteſſe with their 
mouth, that which they thinke in their hart. They are 
wiſe indeed, who with good Eleazarns had rather 
dye, then conſent to any vnlawtull thing, nonot fo 
much,as in outward ſhew.. They belike vnto tne A- 
poſtles, who endeauonr to obey God, rather then 
men, They be like to the Martyrs of the primituue 
Church , who freely profeſſe rhemſclues before the

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perſecutours , to bc luchas 1ndeed hey are. 
6: But you will fay, they be miſerable. For if 


they refuſe the Oath, they are forced to vndergoe
